The kitchen is a bright, airy room, which 
looks out directly on our small garden. 
We bought casement curtains, bordered in 
red, for the e window ; they wave cheerily 
“Ana red tiled floor, and match the range 
iling. 
A good-sized gas stove has been installed 
for quick early morning and emergency ser- 
vice, but we rely on the coal fire to give us 
hot water, a good supply of which is so 
essential to a well-run bas We have had 
all the old pipes replaced by copper piping, 
so we should be able to pass even the severest 
winter unafraid ! 

Shelving runs right round the walls of. 
the room, and so placed that neither stretch- 
ing nor stooping will be necessary; 
and we have endeavoured in following the 
“place for everything ”’ ey | to keep all 
utensils as near as possible to the spot where 
they will be used. 
As far as possible, all our containers are 
made of glass, to facilitate the weekly stock- 
utting on nice plainly 
printed labels as well in case our eyes de- 
ceive us! 
Saucepans, kettles, pans, etc., are all cf 
aluminium, while green and crown fireproof 
dishes of every size and shape wage constant 
war with their more ethereal pyrex cousins! 
I think that's as far as we have got with 
the actual furnishings, but to cook herself we 
have presented a very plain, comfortable 
armchair and a woolly rug to cover the tiles 
when the day’s work is over. Some people 
think that a change of work is as g as a 
rest (for others), but I think a comfortable 
chair is a better recipe.

LONG, HAIR AGAIN. 


ONG threatening comes at last—long 
; hair has come at last! It is no false 
‘alarm this time. “I am growing my 
hair—I'm tired of having it shingled—and— 
well, you see, everyone is ing it.” Yes 
—everyone is growing it. Happy those who 
never cut it off—now. For it takes some 
resolution and courage to grow it again. ‘The 
first week or two is all right ‘Then later 
comes an evening when one is going out. And 
one’s hair hangs in “ rats’ tails '” just below 
the ears. That is the hour of trial. A few 
pass through it unscathed—they attend the 
party, and do their best about the “ rats’ 
tails." But many succumb, They go to the 
hairdresser, and get tidy for the party, which 
means that the hair comes off again. 
The fact is that in Paris the strictly 
fashionable had begun to grow their hair 
ain as long ag four years ago. At that 
time they began putting on “ chigaons’’ at 
night, but they remained shingled by day. 
Many of them aiso—very many more than 
in these countries—never shingled. Now they 
are giving the lead in returning to long hair. 
Shingled hair is so useful to those in business 
and the professions that it will probably 
never disappear from the world ain, 
Another merit is that it hides the deficiency 
of poor hair, from which so many women 
suffer. It is surprising, as far as this point 
is concerned, that French women did not 
adopt shingling more; for as a nation their 
women have not good hair. A moderate 
supply of fairly pretty hair brings forth a 
cry in France of ‘‘ Quelle belle coiffure!’’

CARE OF SILVER. 


ILVER should be washed in hot, soapy 
S water, rinsed in very hot water, dried 

immediately, and polished off with a 
soft duster or a leather. 

All table silver should be thoroughly cleaned 
each week. First wash and then clean with 
good plate powder, or precipitated whiting, 
moistened with water. If wished, a few ae se 
of methylated spirits may be added. Apply 
with a soft cloth, allow the articles to dry 
thoroughly, and then polish with a soft cloth. 
A brush should be used for crevices, engraved 
parts, and between the prongs of forks. 
Finish off with a leather or selvyt. 

Oxydised silver should not be polished in 
the usual way, as metal is intended to be dull. 
Wash in warm, soapy water, rinse, dry, and 

olish in ordinary way. If it becomes too 
bright, the dull appearance may be restored 
by using three-quarters ounce of sulphate of 
soda dissolved in half a pint of water. Rinse 
in very hot water, and then rub with a 
leather. 

Stains on egg and mustard spoons, caused 
by sulphur, may be removed hy rubbing with 
a little fine salt. For ink and other stains 
use a mixture-of whiting and sweet oil made 
into a thin paste. Leave it on for a few 


hours, then wash, dry, and polish in the usual 
ce P ?

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TIN LIDS.—Save the tin covers from all 
sorts and conditions of tins. They come in 
very useful as pastry cutters. And a large 
biscuit tin, with holes for ventilation, serves 
a uséful purpose as an oven, in which—on a 
small oil stove—one can cook a nice hitle 
dinner for two. 

Cardboard boxes can be covered with the 
strips left over after a room is papered, so 
that hat boxes and costume boxes match the 
room. 

Where there are no proper ‘‘stops’’ for 
the doors in a house, an empty cotton reel 
could be turned to account. Stain it to 
match the floor or carpet as nearly as pos- 
sible, and hammer a long nail through the 
ree] into the floor behind the door. it you 
do it carefully, the nai] can go right through 
the carpet—just as carpet nails do—without 
done any damage. 

When there happens to be a half-squeezed 
lemon ‘‘ doing nothing ' on washing day, pop 
it into the boiler. It helps to take the 
stains out and make the clothes a good colour. 

Scraps of linoleum, too small for any ordi+ 
nary usé, can be stored in a box, and used 
a bit every day to eke out wood for fire- 
lighting. It blazes up and lasts a long 
time. 

Pieces of old washleather gloves can be 
used to fit inside the thumb and first finger 
of woollen gloves, because it is the thumb 
and first finger that always wear out first. 

After using the juice of lemons, save the 
rinds for whitening your draining board. 
Rub the inside of the rind over the board, 
then sprinkle with a soap cleanser. Let 
stand a few minutes, scrub with a brush, 
and wash clean.

A letter was read from the Ministry of 
Fisheries in reference to a resolution of the 
County Council calling for the provision of 
suitable boats for the West coast fishermen, 
pointing out that the Ministry were always 
ready t- consider application~ for loans, pro- 
vided that solvent sureties were nominated. 
In regard to statements in the Press that 
the fishermen should get larger boats, the 
letter stated that large boats could not be 
kept with safety at most centres on the 
West coast, where fishermen-farmers were 
numerous, and large boats were not as port- 
able as the handy yaw! or even canoe. 

Councillor Flanagan characterised the in- 
sinuation that they had not deep harbours 
on the West coast as a lie. 

Councillor O'Toole said that the fishermen 
lost their lives in trying to save their nets, 
because the Ministry had threatened them 
with decrees for instalments of loans due on 
them, and they knew that they were the 
only things that stood between them and 
starvation.

MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW. 


From Our Commerciat CorRESPONDENT. 


MANCHESTER, Saturday. 

Although Christmas is so close at hand, 
the general trend of trade in this centre can 
only be described as of a moderate character. 
A reaction has set in since last week's 
advances in both butter and bacon, that in 
the case of the former being very pronounced. 
So far as butter is concerned, these sharp 
rises are very detrimental to trade, and as 
soon as the retail price for choicest grades 
overtops the 2s. mark there seems to be an 
immediate cessation of buying, and it is very 
apparent that consumers immediately turn 
their attention to the cheaper classes of this 
commodity and the bhuil of butter and 
margarines. ‘There is no doubt that these 
blends of butter and margarine put up in 
attractive cartons at low figures are a very 
good line and are very economical, but, of 
course, it can be fully understood that the 
food value hardly compares favourably with 
that of the pure article. Supplies of Irish 
butter to this market continue somewhat 
irregular, but Danish shipments have been 
wel' up to the average of the past few

Prices of meat receded 
a little, but fairly large seasonal 
rises. in the price of eggs and milk 
were sufficient to raise the general average 
for November. Butter was practically un- 
altered on thé month at 62 per cent. dearer 
than 1914 for fresh and 50 per cent. for 
salted descriptions; whereas cheese ad 
vanced by a halipenny per Ib. to 63 per 
cent., or five points higher on the month, 
and 12 points above the level reached at this 
time last year. 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday a 
firm tone was noted for all classes of live 
stock, and, although business at the Ma» 
chester Dead Meat Market was quict, there 
was a steady feeling in sympathy. Ava! 
able supplies of pigs to this market have 
heen by no means heavy, and, although 
there was a firmer tone, trade to a certain 
extent is still somewhat disappointing in 
character. A marked increase is reported 
ia the number of live stock imported into 
this country from Ireland during the sum- 
mer of 1926. Imports of live cattle were 
8,353 greater than in 1926, and the highest 
since the corresponding period of 1924, 
when 91,851 were shipped. It is usual for 
imports of sheep from Ireland to be heavier 
during the summer than throughout the 
remainder of the year, and the tota) of 
5,548 received in the three months, July to 
September, shows a further considerable ad- 
vance on the previous year’s total. Since 
the ciseptionalis small total of 2,707: pigs 
received in the third quarter of 1925, ship- 
ments have shown a remarkable increase, 
and this season’s total of 77,6351 is the 
highest’ reécórded' for these” ‘three months 
since the war.

A Plea for Compromise. 


Since the Free State’s new system of 
secondary education has been at work for 
three years, criticism of its results is not 
premature; and such criticism has come 
lately from at least two competent and 
responsible persons. In a recent speech 
the President of St. Patrick’s College, 
Maynooth, regretted the fact that a large 
number of pupils who passed the leaving 
certificate examination at secondary 
schools were not qualified to enter the 
National University “ by the front door.” 
Entering by that door, students must pass 
in Irish, English, classics, mathematics 
and a fifth subject, such as a continental 
language or music. Dr. McCaffrey found, 
by an analysis of the results of the leaving 
certificate examination in June, that this 
fifth subject had been neglected in the 
boys’ schools and that classics and mathe- 
matics were losing ground rapidly in the 
girls’ schools. Many boy candidates: had 
left Latin out of their course, and there 
were only ninety-four candidates in Greek. 
The causes of the phenomena that disturb 
Dr. McCaffrey were explained last Friday, 
at the High School, Dublin, by the head- 
master, Mr. John Thompson, whose retire- 
ment will close a long career of devoted 
and distinguished service. Five subjects— 
Irish, English, history and geography, 
mathematics and science—are essential for 
& pass in the intermediate certificate ex- 
amination. Classics and modern languages, 
not being essential for a pass, are being 
neglected for the purpose of this examina- 
tion, and continue to be neglected during 
the later years of school life. In effect, 
the secondary schools are tending inevit- 
ably, under the State’s virtual compulsion, 
to provide merely a higher primary educa- 
tion that leads only—if it leads anywhere 
—to the technical school. 


The explanation of the increasing 
neglect of classics and modern languages 
in the secondary schools is perfectly clear. 
No school can enjoy the financial favour 
of the Free State Government that does 
not consecrate a considerable part of its 
teaching time to the promotion of the 
Irish language. When time has been 
found for Irish and for the other com- 
pulsory subjects, little or no time remains 
for the teaching of Latin or French, Greek 
or German. So these subjects are 
neglected, and the bulk of the schools is 
falling steadily out of touch with 
the universities; and so we must 
hold that the net result of the new 
system is bad. It is bad on strictly 
material grounds, because it cultivates 
Irish studies at the cost of the 
prospects of that large percentage of 
young citizens who must seek their live- 
lihood outside the Free State. It is bad 
intellectually, because it denies the 
wisdom of the centuries. Not for nothing 
‘has secular wisdom given the name of 
‘‘ humane letters ” to the language and 
literature of Greece and Rome and to 
those modern languages and literatures 
which Greece and Rome have shaped 
largely and have enriched enormously. 
These studies form character and promote 
qualities that help men to govern them- 
selves and others. As the Provost of 
Trinity College said last Friday, the 
value of Latin in the development of 
young minds is surpassed by no other 
means of training. When the Free State 
discourages such precious influences in 
national education it impoverishes alike 
the: national fortunes and the national 
outlook, and it robs the universities of 
their proper birthright. 

The whole subject is made difficult by 
certain quite extraneous considerations— 
political and social—which now adhere to. 
it. We wish heartily that all friends of 
the old culture would cease to regard the 
‘champions of the new culture as mere 
zealots, and that Ministers and Gaelic 
| Leaguers would cease to ascribe honest 
fears to political bigotry. On the one 
hand, every patriotic Irishman must admit 
that ‘the Irish language, history and 
literature have special claims upon the 


to admit. that when the President. of 
Maynooth College and a leading Church of 
Treland schoolmaster unite in a specific 
criticism of the secondary school system 
that criticism deserves their attention and 
respect.. We said recently that the Free 
State’s peace and progress were threatened 
by a persistent bickering at arms’ length, 
and demanded a loyal compromise between 
the two cultures—shall we call them the 
universal and autochthonous? By all 
means, let the Irish language and letters 
have their rightful place in the schools, 
but let them not flourish at the cost of 
the universities and of that age-long 
tradition which the very word ‘‘ univer- 
sity’’ embodies. The compromise wil] be 
possible if, as the Bishop of Cashel says, 
the State will realise that good citizen- 
ship does not depend on the amount of 
time that is given to any particular study. 
Mr. Thompson invites the Ministry of 
Education to recast its list of obligatory 
subjects and to introduce groups of sub- 
jects in such fashion as will provide a 
wider intellectual elbow-room for the 
secondary schools, Cannot all the schools, 
Roman Catholic and Protestant, agree to 
present a joint request to the Ministry in 
these terms? 


Ignorance and Health. 


To-day the Home Offce Industrial 
Museum at Westminster will be opened to 
the public. This interesting institution 
has been founded for the purpose of dis- 
seminating knowledge that will tend to 
promote the safety, health and welfare of 
industrial workers. Its exhibits teach the 
necessity of ventilation, well-balanced 
heat and sanitation in places of employ- 
ment, and illustrate the appliances by 
which they may be secured in the most 
economical manner. The need for the 
most detailed scientific instruction in 
matters like these is demonstrated in every 
street where city workers display wizened 
bodies and unhealthy complexions. The 
new museum offers knowledge that will go 
to the root of national prosperity and 
popular welfare. It is well said by Sir 
George Newman, Chief Medical Officer of 
the English Board of Education, in his 
annual report, that ignorance is the enemy 
of national health. ‘The people perish,’ 
he writes, “for lack of knowledge.” Poor 
folk clothe themselves with showy 
apparel, evidently failing to realise that 
good food is better than finery. It is 
highly significant, as Sir George Newman 
remarks, that infant mortality is lowest 
in doctors’ families, and that some schools 
are able to maintain a clean bill of health. 
Ignorance it is that accounts for the 
higher mortality in other families and 
for the low standards of health in other 
schools of equal grade. In the 
elementary schools of England, Sir George 
Newman says, there are half a million 
children who are backward, and half a 
million more who are in need of medical 
attention ere they can apply themselves 
receptively to their lessons. ll this can 
be changed. The remedies for most of the 
scourges that afflict the health of the 
people are known ; methods of prevention 
also can be prescribed with assurance. 
That fresh air and exercise, warmth and 
cleanliness, are necessary to the health 
of every man, woman and child is a 
commonplace fact which yet lacks 
popular appreciation. In the Irish 
Free State infant mortality is grow- 
ing. The immediate cause, as we have 
suggested, is economic depression ; but an 
enlightened people could staunch the evil 
at its source. Even in times of hard- 
ship, healthier conditions could be fostered 
if knowledge came to the sufferers’ aid. 
Every nurse who has laboured in the 
dwellings of the urban Irish poor can 
testify that poverty is exacerbated by 
wasteful habits of diet. The most expen- 
sive and least nourishing foods are 
consumed, largely because sloth finds them 
the easiest to prepare. It is a remark- 
able fact, which ought to be preached far 
and wide, that the very foodstuffs which 
medical science declares to be richest in 
“ vitamines ” and recommends for general 
consumption are the stuffs which are least 
expensive. It might be said that the most 
economical is also the healthiest diet ; 
and those humble folk who have the luck 
to possess even smal] gardens can produce 
for themselves vegetables which form a 
large part thereof. 


** Broadcasting ” in the Free State. 


In the Irish Free State there now are 
some 25,000 “listeners-in.’’ Of these 
15,000 are new subscribers to the “ broad- 
casting’’ service since the beginning of 
this year, so that the present Post Office 
receipts earmarked for the service are two 
and a half times as large as in 1926, For 
this great increase in the number of 
licence-holders the opening of the Cork 
Station doubtless is largely responsible ; 
but it may be that the vigilance of the 
Civic Guard also must be thanked in part, 
on account of the reduction of unlicensed 
users of ‘“wireless’’ receivers. It is 
likely that considerable numbers of un- 
authorised persons continue to tap the 
“ wireless’? waves that roll through the 
Free State, and we hope that these will 
be roused to a sense of the meanness of 
their conduct. The new situation in 
which the Post Office service finds itself 
is highly encouraging. An official told 
our representative of the pleasures that 
are in store, thanks to the enlarged re- 
sources of the “ broadcasting ” authorities. 
Organ recitals will be given periodically ; 
there will be regular “broadcasts’’ of 
symphony concerts, and the number of 
operas will be increased. At present, the 
benefits of this wonderful mode of public 
entertainment and instruction are confined 
mainly to the districts represented by 
twenty-five mile radii round Dublin and 
Cork; for only ‘the wealthier classes find 
valve apparatus and its upkeep within 
their monetary resources. ‘‘Listening-in ”’ 
will be brought within the reach of humble 
folk th t the land when it is found 
possible to erect a high-power “ broad- 
casting’ station, with a range of 100 
miles, in the centre of the Free State. 
Two conditions are essential to the realisa- 
tion of this project—a still greatly in- 
creased number of subscribers even in the 
areas which at present are served, and a 
supply of cheap electric power. © The 
Shannon scheme will yield the electricity 
early in 1929. In the meantime, the

The Wanderer. 


Last Saturday The Times published a. 
curious narrative, entitled “The Stranger 
of the Ulysses.” It purported to be com- 
municated from the ss, Ulysses (at sea), 
and was subscribed by the initials 
“ L.S.A.,” which may be taken, perhaps, 
as those of a wandéring statesman. The 
writer told how, when the ship was 
ploughing her way through heavy seas 
one night, four days out of Cape Town, 
he encountered a passenger whom he had 
not remarked before—‘‘a big, powerfully- 
built man, with grizzled chestnut hair 
and beard, a fine forehead, and shrewd, 
inscrutable eyes.” This stranger talked 
shrewdly. of the wool trade, of Milner, of 
Rhodes, of strange adventures in Africa, 
and of the cities and men of the 
Antipodes. His far-gathered . knowledge 
always was exact, his judgments sagacious, 
as of some ripe counsellor of kings. 
The talk turned to Gallipoli. ‘‘ You 
British,’’ said he, “pride yourselves 
on your obstinacy; but there were 
others who held on there for ten 
years, and they did not clear out before 
they had taken Troy and opened the 
Straits,” This led the writer to open up 
a fayourite theme of Troy as a robber 
fortress dominating a vital waterway and 
exacting toll from suffering mariners. 
With this theory the stranger seemed 
familiar, but his comment was disconcert- 
ing. “Yes,” he said, “I believe. there 
was something in what you said—but you 
never saw Helen!’’ This was an odd 
saying, and something prompted the writer 
to put a question in Greek verses: 

Teli me thy name, the name by which thy 

mother and father called thee; 

Tell me thy native land, thy people and 

thy city ; 

and the stranger answered in words that 
he had used long ago: “I am Odysseus, 
son of Laertes, known to all the world 
for every cunning device, and famous even 
unto high heaven.” Then there was 
nothing before the writer save a great 
grey albatross that soared forth over sea. 


WIRELESS IN THE FREE 
STATE. 


THE COMING SEASON’S 
PROGRAMMES. 


There are approximately 25,000 licensed 
users. of wireless sets in the Irish Free State— 
a figure that shows an increase of ‘15,000 
since January last, when there were only 
10,000 licences issued, The numbers show a 
tendency to increase, although the develop- 
ment is very slow, and the total nothing like 
as large as should be. 
In a conversation with an /rish Times re- 
porter, an official of the Department. of Posts 
and Telegraphs on Saturday said that, while 
the position was satisfactory, there was much 
room for improvement. ‘‘ We have nothing 
like the density of wireless users that they 
have across the Channel,” he said. ‘‘In Eng- 
land and Northern Ireland I believe there are 
In the Free State 
the people in the country parts do not appear 
to have taken up the whedines in anything like 
the numbers that one might have expected. 
It is largely with them a matter of expense. 
The crystal set is only of service to people 
living within, say, a thirty-mile redius of 
Dublin or Cork, and to the average farmer 
or rural dweller the instalment and upkeep 
of a valve set is too costly. 
““ Another reason is found in the outlook and 
temperament of the rural dwellers in the Free 
State. In England, where there are so many 
industrial centres with big populations, the 
people are: always on the lookout for enter- 
tainments, and wireless has naturally become 
a great. source of amusement in their homes.”’ 

A CENTRAL STATION. 
Asked whether anything was being done 
to provide a central high-power station in 
the Free State, this officia}’ said that the 
setting-up of a high-power “station; “with a 
crystal range of from 80 to 100 miles, would 
bring wireless at a cheap cost into every 
home in the country. Proposals for such a 
station had been for a time, and still were, 
under serious consideration, but no final de- 
cision had yet been reached. It is certain, 
however, that such a station must come, but 
the time of its erection will be governed 
largely by the availability of electric power 
from the Shannon power scheme. 
The Department in control of broadcasting 
could ‘not on its slender resources he ex- 
pected to set up a power station on its own. 
Pending the setting up of this high-power 
station, there is no intention to set up any 
other small stations like Dublin and Cork. As 
a matter of fact, with a high-power station 
situated somewhere in the centre of the Free 
State with a 100-mile crystal radius range, 
there would no longer be any need for the 
Dublin and Cork stations — 

THE PROGRAMMES. 

Asked whether any new features would be 
introduced into the broadcast programmes 
during the coming season, this official said 
that the programmes would be developed in 
every way as far as the financial side and 
material at their disposal would allow. At 
the present time the station at 2RN was 
giving a mid-day and an evening programme, 
and he did not know whether they would be 
able to extend the time further. They had 
not come to a decision on that point. It 
depended on ‘their financial resources. They 
had recommended relaying B.B.C. pro- 
grammes once a week, the items relayed being 
big features—National concerts, etc. 

Special features of the musical pro- 
grammes will be Symphony Orchestral Con- 
certs once a month. These will include a’ 
series of the Beethoven Symphonies, with 
an augmented orchestra, probably produced 
under the conductorship of an outside con- 
ductor. 

OPERAS AND ORGAN RECITALS, 

The intention also is to produce opera at 
least once a month, including ‘Lucia di 
Lammermuir,’’ ‘‘ Lurline,”’ ‘‘The Rose cf 
Castile,’’. “La Fille de Mde. Angot,’ etc. 
In this connection it may be men- 
tioned that 2RN have during the 
last five or six weeks broadcast the 
operas, ‘‘The Bohemian Girl,” “ Martha,” 
“The Daughter of the Regiment,’’ as well as 
the operettas, “In a Persian Garden”’ and 
“The Wooden Spoon.?’ 

Organ recitals, at least once a month, will 
also be provided, as. well as the usual varied 
programme of ballads. 

NEW DRAMATIC SOCIETIES. 

The dramatic side will also be well catered 
for. In this connection it was pointed out 
that the opportunity afforded for broadcast- 
ing little plays had led to the growth in 
Dublin of quite a number of dramatic socie- 
ties, of whom half a dozen had performed 
during the last month in Shakespearien and 
other plays. 

Experiments are being carried out with 
regard to picking up and relaying Continental 

ammes, but there are so many technical 
difficulties to be overcome that one cannot 
say definitely when it is possible to pick up 
these Continental programmes, So much de- 
pends upon. interferences and  atmos- 
herics that it is difficult to say before- 
and when this or that programme: could be 
included in the broadcast from 2RN. 


THE CARLOW BEET 
FACTORY. 


OVER 2,000 TONS SENT FROM 


BAGENALSTOWN. 


Over 2,000 tons of beetroot of the required 
standard, and grown exclusively in the dis- 
trict around Bagenalstown since the beginning 
of the season, has been forwarded by rail to 
the Carlow sugar factory.

Mr. Coolidge thinks that 
the two Continents should be linked, not 
only by a system of hard roads running 
through Mexico and Central America into 
Colombia, but also by aeroplane lines. 
He believes that America is on the 
threshold of an era of closer relations 
between the United States and Latin 
America, and that this trend would be 
accelerated by the improved communica- 
tions and the impetus to commerce between 
the two Continents that would we given 
thereby. Likewise Mr. Coolidge would 
have the United States assist in the 
financing of the air lines between North 
and South America. This development, 
he believes, is already at hand. 


NEW AIR LINES AND PRIVATE 
MERCHANT MARINE. 

Information in possession of the 
Administration is that air lines soon will 
be in operation between the two con- 
tinents, financed by European, if not by 
(American, capital. In the event of war 
involving the United States the Panama 
Canal would become at once the target of 
air attacks, and an air line, with a base 
near by, would be in a position to launch 
such an attack swiftly and surely. 

Plans for the development of a privately- 
owned American merchant marine are 
also part of the new Coolidge programme 
construction improvements, while 
further legislation for the consolidation of 
the railways’ into more efficient systems 
will be recommended by the President. 

A programme for further cruiser con- 
struction may be incladed in the Presi- 
dent's Message. The recommendations for 
additional cruisers will bear the Presi- 
dential approval, and will hence not meet 
with the objections that might be forth- 
coming if the programme came from the 
Big Navy advocates in Congress. Presi- 
dent Coolidge has been studying the 
recommendations of the General Navy 
board, and has gone over the suggestions 
very carefully with leading Navy officials. 


PROGRAMME OF NAVAL 
CONSTRUCTION.

s for a five-year programme of naval con- 
struction. This programme includes the 
building of a minimum of three cruisers 
thousand tons displacement 
annually, and not more than six.

FOOD BETTER THAN 
SILK STOCKINGS. 
KNOWLEDGE AND 
PUBLIC HEALTH. 
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Sir George Newman, Chief Medical 
Officer of the English Board of Education, 
in his report for 1926 on “The Health of 
| the School Child,” says: “There is one 
great outstanding difference between men 
—knowledge. _ Some men know how to 
live; others do not. Some men know 
how to behave in varying circumstances ; 
others do not. Some men find truth, and 
strive to live by it; others do not. 

“Why is it that infant mortality is 
lowest of all in doctors’ families? Why 
did some schools have a clean bill of health 
and beautiful children, while other schools 
had not? Why should half a million 
children in our elementary schools be dull 
and backward, and a half million others 
need medical advice before they could gain 
reasonable benefit from the education 
which the State provided ? 

“These questions,’ he added, “were 
being asked by many people, and were 
grounded on very stern and fully proved 
facts. No doubt, there were many factors 
at work ; but there was one general answer 
which remained broadly true: ‘The people 
perish for lack of knowledge.’ But,’’ he 
went on, “we know for certainty a great 
deal more than we are willing to apply. 
We know that food is more important 
than raiment; yet many poor bodies 
foolishly clothe themselyes with fine 
apparel, though they know that food is 
better than silk stockings 


IMPORTANCE OF PRACTICE. 
“We know that conditions of fresh air 
and exercise, of warmth and cleanliness, 
are necessary to health; but we do not 
practise them. We know how to prevent 
leprosy, cholera, plague, typhoid, typhus, 
and septic diseases, and where we have 
been able to apply our knowledge they 
have disappeared; but we have not yet 
done it throughout the British Empire. 
We know the causes of tuberculosis and 
rickets, and venereal disease, and we know 
how to prevent all three of them; yet 
these three human scourges are still widely 
tolerated. 

“ Above all else, we know how to save 
infant life and build up sturdy boys and 
girls, and stronger men and women, and 
we have done it where we have chore to 
do it; but all too often we do no choose. 
“This lack of knowledge is widespread, 
but in relation to children it is of greatest 
disadvantage in the parents, teachers and 
children themselves. All men are agreed 
that the place to begin any universal 
remedy is at the school ; for there, by law, 
the children are; there, too, are the 
persons trained as educators. There, also, 
is the one and only opportunity of impart- 
ing knowledge to children systematically.’’

FARMER AND WIFE BADLY 
BEATEN.

CORK, Sunday Night. 
An armed robbery, accompanied by 
violence, was committed at Killeens, 
between Cork and Blarney on Saturday 
night.

SO-CALLED STATE 
‘OF WAR. 


POLISH-LITHUANIA 
DISPUTE. 
Pee 
MENACE OF CLOSED 
FRONTIER. 
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From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Sunday. 

Shortly before visiting Sir Austen 
Chamberlain to-day, M. Zaleski, the 
Polish Foreign Minister, in an interview, 
said that he knew nothing of the report 
emanating from Berlin, that Poland might 
withdraw from the Council in certain cir- 
cumstances. i 

“Our view is so moderate and so com- 
patible with the covenant of the League, 
said M. Zaleski, “that we cannot see how 
the Council can refuse our demand. All 
we want is that Lithuania stops declaring 
that she is in a state of war with us to 
enable us to resume normal relations. One 
cannot ask less from a fellow-member of 
the League. Surely it is incompatible 
with the covenant for two States belong- 
ing to the League to be in a state of war 
and not to enjoy the benefit of direct 
relations. The Polish-Lithuanian frontier 
is absolutely closed.’’ 

Referring to the recent Russian Note to 
Poland, M. Zaleski said that it was based 
on false reports, and was absolutely un- 
necessary in view of the real situation. 
The Soviet Note already had been answesed 
by Poland’s Note to the Powers. 


“WE HAVE NOT MOVED A SINGLE 
SOLDIER.” 

Questioned regarding Vilna, M. Zaleski 
replied: “That question is finished, as 
far as the Allies are concerned, and it is 
not that matter that we referred to the 
League. Lithuania has brought an action 
against us under Article 11 of the 
Covenant, and Poland’s answer is that 
such action cannot be taken, because it is 
Lithuania who declares she is in a state 
of war with us. What we ask is that she 
shall declare peace and normal relations, 
and then we shall be ready for any action 
Lithuania may take. It is absolutely un- 
true that we have moved a single soldier.”’ 

Cheng Lo, the Chinese Minister in 
Paris, who is presiding over the League 
Council meeting at eleven to-morrow morn- 
ing, informed the Press that he had paid 
his respects to Sir Austen Chamberlain 
to-day, and had exchanged views with him 
on League questions.’ 


CHINESE HOPE FOR PEACE IN 
EUROPE. 

Mr. Cheng said: “ I come to the League 
with an open mind. I am obliged to take 
up the work from a sense of duty, and I 
Sincerely hope to be in some way instru- 
mental towards maintaining the peace of 
Europe.”’ 

Mr. Cheng said that, owing to the 
Rumanian request, in all probability the 
Council would postpone consideration of 
the Hungarian-Rumanian question until 
March. 


LITHUANIA’S OASE. 

M. Valdemaras, the Lithuanian Premier, 
on his arrival in Geneva, said that 
Lithuania intended to put before the 
Council of the League two complaints— 
namely, the persecution of Lithuanian 
minorities in Peland, which was contrary 
to the Minorities Treaty, and the action 
directed by Poland against the security 
of Lithuania. These were the matters 
which the League Council would be called 
on to consider. 

The establishment of norma] relations 
with Poland, said M. Valdemaras, was 
impossible so long as the possession of 
Vilna was not settled. 

“We Lithuanians,”” the Minister 
declared, ‘‘are bound by the Treaty of 
Suwalki in October, 1920, with Poland, 
according to which all conflicts between 
Lithuania and Poland must be settled 
amicably and without recourse to arms.” 
The ‘so-called state of war” between 
Lithuania and Poland existed, he 
declared, because Poland did not respect 
the Treaty of Suwalki. 


THE REPORTED UKRAINIAN

- WIRELESS OR 
CABLE? 


MARCONICOMPANY’S 
CASE. 


TALK OF RATE 
WARDEPRECATED 


' Bin aia a ween: S 
LINKING THE EMPIRE 
BY BEAM SERVICES, 
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A statement on the position between 
the cable and wireless companies as a 
result of the recent development of the 
beam services was made by Mr. F. G. 
Kellaway, on behalf of the Marconi’s 
Wireless Telegraph Company, Limited, at 
Marconi House, Strand, London, on 
last Saturday evening. 

In view of the statements that the posi- 
tion in relation to radio and cable ser- 
vicés was under consideration between 
the Government and those companies, the 
Marconi Company finds it necessary, he 
said, to state its position. The Marconi 
Company has not been invited to take 
part in any discussions which are pro- 
ceeding between the cable companies and 
with the Government. As the interest of 
the Marconi Company must be involved, 
the company hopes that an authoritative 
statement will be made by the Govern- 
ment at once. | 

NO STATE ASSISTANCE. 

The Marconi Company has not asked 
for State assistance for its telegraphic ser- 
vices in the form of a subsidy or in any 
other form, nor can it agree that any 
such assistance is necessary for either 
the cable companies or the wireless com- 
panies., In the opinion of the Marconi 
Company, it is unfortunate that the cable 
companies have found it necessary to 
appeal to the Government, since Govern- 
ment assistance must involve some form 
of Government control. 

The relations between the two systems 
of communication should be discussed 
between the cable companies and the 
wireless companies themselves. The Mar- 
coni Company has no other desire than to 
be left free to develop its traffic services 
under the licences granted to it by the 
Government. 

THE AMERICAN BEAM SERVICE. 

There is only one wireless transmitting 
station between the United Kingdom and 
the United States of America; it is 
worked by the Marconi Company here and 
with the Radio Corporation of America in 
the United States. Although the wire- 
less station is in competition with four- 
teen cables, it is carrying twenty per 
cent. of the United States traffic. 

Within a very few weeks—probably 
days—the United States wireless telegraph 
traffic with this country will be worked 
on the beam system. The opening of the 
United States of America beam service 
will probably be followed by the same 
sensational fall in the traffic of the cable 
companies as has followed the opening of 
the beam services now operating with the 
Dominions. 

A RATE WAR. 

The statement is made on behalf of the 
cable companies that their financial 
position is so strong that they. could under- 
cut rates under any fair system of com- 
petition, and could almost ruin the wire- 
less companies. So far as the Marconi 
Company is concerned, it deprecates talk 
of a rate war, but, whilst a rate war might 
for u time injure the wireless companies, 
it would certainly be fatal to the cable 
‘companies, since the capital cost of beam 
stations is hardly one-tenth of the cost of 
cables, and the operating costs are lower. 

When the system of fac-simile trans- 
mission, on which the company’s experts 
are now engaged, is perfected, it will be 
possible to reduce substantially the costs 
of operation of the wireless telegraph 
services. In the company’s view any such 
reduction in costs should be reflected in a 
reduction in telegraph charges. To 
standardise telegraph rates or to restrict 
the wireless services to the less important 
classes of traffic would sterilise wireless 
development and keep up rates. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S DUTY. 

In view of the Marconi Company, the 
Government should at once prepare a com- 
prehensive scheme by which the scattered 
parts of the Empire are linked up with 
the great beam trunk services. The Mar- 
coni Company is prepared to submit such 
a scheme to the Government. The 
Marconi Company desires to make it clear 
that it is prepared to discuss with the 
cable companies any means of co-opera- 
tion, provided always that nothing is done 
to restrict in any way the free develop- 
ment of wireless. 

The Marconi Company is, in reality, a 
public utility company, striving to improve 
its service to the public by giving better, 
more comprehensive, and cheaper condi- 
tions of communication. 

Mr. Kellaway said that Mr. Marconi 
was recovering from his. illness.

STATISTICS DIFFICULTY. 

Statistics of the imports and exports of 
the Irish Free State have aroused an 
interest in the Oustoms system at the 
Northern frontier in arriving at the value 
of live stock crossing from one side to 
the other. An Irish Times representative 
who made inquiries on the subject last 
Saturday was informed that the classifi- 
cation of exports and re-exports led to 
some trouble, and that, owing to the difh- 
culty of classifying horses in this way, 
horses have, in all cases where not indi- 
cated in the prescribed form as re-exports. 
been included as exports. 

Animals coming into the Free State 
temporarily should be described on the 
official form as animals imported tem- 
porarily. If this is not done, stock coming 
in and going out are included, respectively, 
in the import and export figures. 


HORSES FOR EXHIBIT. 

In considering import figures for horses 
one or two facts should be taken into con- 
sideration. The Free State sends hundreds 
of horses to shows in Northern Ireland. 
If these are not declared as temporary 
imports—and it may be assumed that a 
great number are not—they come in again 
as imports. The same applies to horses 
used for stud purposes, the value of which 
may vastly increase. Take, again, the 
export of racehorses, These may win 
big races, their value being enormously 
enhanced as a result; yet they may return 
as imports and swell the import value. 
If, therefore, these imports are not traced 
as re-imports, they come under the head- 
ing of imports, in accordance with the 
system adopted. 


MONSIGNOR RYAN AT

PARIS, Sunday. 

Before leaving Paris for Geneva yester- 
day evening, M. Briand concluded an 
agreement by means of an exchange of 
letters with the {talian Ambassador, pro- 
viding for a mutual guarantee by the 
French and Italian Governments of the 
position of their respective nationals in 
the country of the other. The agreement 
is provisional, pending the conclusion of a 
convention in proper form, the purpose of 
which would be to provide French citizens 
in Italy, and Italian citizens in France, 
with similar rights and privileges to those 
which they would enjoy in their own 
countries. Such a convention has never 
yet been concluded between the two 
countries, but it has become a matter of 
considerable importance for Italy, at any 
rate, since about half a million Italians 
have settled on French soil. 

This hastily concluded diplomatic act 
is, no doubt, intended by M. Briand as 
an éarnest of French good-will towards 
Italy. He, like the French public as a 
whole, must have been deeply disappointed 
that the friendly references to Italy made 
by him in the Chamber the other day 
were so coldly received on the other side 
of the Alps. He must have realised, as 
other Frenchmen are coming to do, that 
the Franco-Yugoslav Treaty has let loose 
suspicions in the minds of Italians which 
were never imagined or suspected in, this 
country, and that special care must be 
taken to allay them before any attempt 
can be safely made to adjust the triangle 
of relations between France and Italy and 
Yugoslavia, which is one of the next tasks 
that he has set himself.

In a Jeading article, The Times observes :— 
Once again the economic life.of Australia is 
being brought to a standstill by fresh trouble 
in the much-harassed shipping business. The 
strike ordered by the Waterside Workers’ 
Federation began on November 21st as a pro- 
test against overtime, and after a period of 
fruitless effort to make reason prevail the 
owners have replied by laying up their ships. 
The situation is not the less serious for being 
familiar, and there is not even cold comfort 
in the reflection that what Australia is now 
facing is only a repetition of what has often 
had to be faced before. The unions have 
been extremely successful in the past. Every 
increase in the tariff has been followed by 
an application to the Courts, generally suc- 
cessful, for an increase in wages, and the more 
far-seeing Australians long ago began 
to utter warnings that the gulf be- 
tween the costs of production in Aus- 
tralia and in the rest of the world was 
growing dangerously wide. The burden on the 
primary producer grows more severe, develop- 
ment is arrested, and would-be settlers have 
to be told that work is scarce in the vast 
Continent, and that those who are admitted 
must accept arduous conditions, and, above 
all, that they must not attempt to penetrate 
into the guarded labour preserves of the 
towns.

Mr. Ernest Blythe, Free State Minister 
for Finance, who was the principal 
speaker at the annual dinner of the Society 
of Incorporated Accountants, in the Royal 
Hibernian Hotel, Dublin, last Saturday 
night, took a hopeful view of the future 
of the Free State, and spoke of signs of 
increasing prosperity and of the return to 
political normality in the country.

It should be the aim in technical education, 
and matters of that kind, to see that in the. 
training the man did not go under—that the 
individuality of the worker would survive. 
The aim of the craftsman was to produce what

From Our Traveriins CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Sunday Night. 
During the past week there have been 
indications that the realisation-of the ideal 
of the establishment of the Totalisator in this 
country is not as near as seemed to be the 
case not long ago. Lord Hamilton of Dalziel, 
the senior Steward of the Jockey Club, com- 
mg at the Gimcrack Club's dinner on 
Vednesday night of the faint-hearted support 
which the Government has given to the 
Jockey Club’s recommendation in favour of 
the establishment of the Totalisator by leav- 
ing the subject to be dealt with in a private 
member's bill, which, unless favoured by the 
luck of the ballot, could not be discussed at 
all next session. 

It was made clear, too, last week that there 
is a section of opinion in the House of Com- 
mons in favour of extending the Totalisator 
to the greyhound racing. e Labour mem- 
bers, especially such as are not opposed to 
all forms of gambling, will be active in in- 
sisting that the so-called poor man’s sport of 
greyhound racing shall have equal rights with 
the rich man’s sport of horse racing, and :f 
this is the case we shall get a horribly con- 
fused issue. 

SIR JOHN SIMON. 

Another disqniéting incident was the speech 
made by Str John Simon in the Spefi’ Valley 
last might, am which he condemned the 
Totalisator, root and branch, on moral 
grounds, and made it clear that he is against 
any repeal of any section of the law which 
limits gambling and wagering. Sir Joh» 
Simon may not at the moment be able to 
influence many votes in the House of Com- 
mons, but he is always a potential candidate 
for the leadership of the Liberal Party, and 
he has undoubtedly a big following in the 
country. We know from his brilliant vareer 
in the law and in politics what a destructive 
critic he can be, and his opposition will most 
assuredly not help the passage of a bill 
legalising the Totalisator, The worst of all 
these things is that they will inevitably drag 
racing into politics, which is the one thing 
that has to be most avoided. 

I can foresee the most deplorable con- 
sequences if the greyhound racing peopie are 
allowed to have the Totalisator.

AN IRISH WIN. 
The second encounter between the cross- 
country representatives of the Dublin and 
Glasgow Universities took place on Saturday 
last, when the Scotsmen suffered defeat by a 
margin of twelve points. A year ago, on the 
occasion of the inaugural match at Glasgow, 
the teams scored an equal number of points, 
and the Dublin men had the distinction of 


having she first man home in the person of 
N. 8. Price. On Saturday the individual 


honour went to Glasgow, Price not only being 
beaten by Morrison, of the visiting team, but 
also by W. C. Wisdom, of his own club. 
This running was not according to the book, 
but it explained by the fact that Price was 
suffering from a cold.

The race was run over the usual course in the 
Pheenix Park. which, if not an ideal cross-country 
course, has the benefit of permitting the compe- 
titors to undress and dress in comfort in the 
Ne ahaa of the University Boat Club at Island 
fridge. 
The distance was six miles, and each side pnt 
eight men in the field, of whom the first six on each 
side counted. Dr. R. J. Rowlette sent the sixteen 
runners away. Morrison, Price and Wisdom 
singled themselves out from the field at an early 
stage of the race, and ran in company for most of 
the distance. When the leaders appeared on the 
top of the Magazine Hill Morrison and Wisdom 
were still together, Price being slightly in the 
rear. Over the road portion of the course there 
was a keen struggle, of which the Scotsman cot 
the better by “four seconds, Price being thirteen 
keconds behind the second man. By finishing 
fourth for Glasgow Irving equalised the points, 
and Johnston and Robinson, getting sixth and 
seventh placea, put the issue safe for the Dublin 
team. The total points were 33 for the home 
team and 45 for the visifors.
